On the second rending of Bill (No. Si 
intituled "An Act to amend the 'Pro- j 
■vincial Elections Act.' " a debate arose, 
which was adjourned until tomorrow. 
Debate on Bills 

Mr. J. II. Hawfrhornthwnite', in speak- 
ing in support, of bis bill entitled An 
Act to amend the "Provincial Elec- ! 
tions Act." said that last session this 
bill was killed by organized delay. Ho 
said that if it was blocked again It 
would turn the calcium light of pub- 
lic opinion on their tactics. There wuh 
danger in these methods, There were i 
signs of trouble brewing in other conn- 
tries and especially in the United 
■Stated where a bloody revolution would I 
shortly overwhelm and stagger the civ- ! 
illzed world. This is due largely fr> 
cheeking the free expression of public 
opinion at the polls. In New York i 
elections no less than 40,000 false bin.! 
lots were voted. Stories of the doings I 
at the recent election in Saskntchewenii j 
and Alberta were- now leaking out show- 
ing a similar state of tilings there. 
There was a weapon being forged to 
deal with this condition of affairs, tho j 
weapon used in Russia with such lurid 
effect — the weapon of revolutionary or- 
ganized strike. The same weapon would 
shortly be used in the States and al- 
ready agitators from that country wore 
in Canada fomenting agitation in oh* 
same' direction. The only remedy for 
this was io remove all checks un the 
full expression of the wishes of the 
people at the polls and he implored the 
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house to support his bill in that inter- 
est. 

The house then went into committee 
on the act to amend the "Assessment 
Act," 

Mr. Hawtnointhwnite moved in com- 
mittee of tho whole to add after the 
word "dollars," in the lllh line of sec- 
tion 2, the following words: 

"Provided always, that where a .'far- 
mer owns, resides upon mid cultivates 
h portion of bind not. exceeding one hun- 
dred and sixty acres in extent, and 
where the assessed value of .such land 
does not exceed live thousand dollars, 
and the income derived from the culti- 
vation of said land does not exceed one 
thousand dollars per annum, the said 
land shall be exempt from taxation." 

In moving the amendment Mr. Haw- 
thorntliwaite said that he did this in or- 
der to give government an opportunity to 
redeem its promises. He and his friends 
gave their support to the original net in 
order to help the government to secure 
relief from an embarrassing financial 
position but they only did so under great 
pressure and under a promise that 
when prosperity was restored taxation 
would be reduced] The time had now 
come by the admission of everyone when 
our credit was restored and we had ll 
handsome surplus and there was no ex- 
cuse for not now easing the burdens 
of tho farmers and email traders. Ho 
declared that neither workmen nor far- 
mers had shared in the marvelous pros- 
perity of which they had 'heard so nilicll 
and seen so little. There was no real 
prosperity only the old story of capi- 
talism crushing out the industrial life 
of the country. Mr. 0. Tanner, Satin- 
icb could not support the amendment of 
the member fur Nnhaimo because he 
did not believe there was one self-re- 
specting farmer in the country who de- 
sired it. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow regretted that be 
could not support the amendment, such 
a 'proposition would exempt from taxa- 
tion 75 per cent of the farmers in toe 
Province, an impracticable suggestion. 
He did not wish to withdraw any prom- 
ise as to the reduction of taxation, they 
had already done' so to a small extent 
on real and personal property and he 
hoped for tho time when he s-hould see 
taxation confined to these two sources 
of revenue. At present they could not 
go further than they had. 

Mr. Evans, Odwichan, was not much 
in love either with the bill or the amend- 
ment. He was in favor of more equal- 
ization of municipal and Provincial tax- 
ation. Under the Municipal Clauses 
Act only 50 per cent of the improve- 
ments were exempt. 

Mr. T. W. Puterson was convinced 
that the whole systejSi of taxation was 
wrong— tho farmers did not want exz- 
emption, they wanted equalization. 

Mr. Parker Williams (Newcastle) ob- 
jected to complication of methods, and 
repeated alterations which were confus- 
ing. The government had defeated the 
object, of aiding small farmers by raising 
their assessments. It was true the 
farmer had not come to this house to 
seek anything, but oi;ly just, give them 
a whisper that it would be any good anil 
they would be here.- There was not a 
taxpayer who did not try to evade his 
tux regardless of moral considerations. 
Let the Lord only show a way out, and 
he would take it. Rut the public re- 
sources were not exploited as they should 
he to meet the requirements of the prov- 
ince. Why the coal lauds of the Crow's 
Nest Pass if properly handled would 
have yielded sufficient to cover the total 
expenditure of the province. 

Pursuant to order, the house resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole to 
consider the motion — "That a supply ge 
granted to His Majesty." 

In the Committee 

On the motion of the Hon. the Minis- 
ter of Finance, seconded by the Hon. 
the Premier, — 

Resolved, that a supply lie granted 
to His Majesty, and that the committee 
rise ami report the resolution. 

The resolution wau reported to the 
bouse and adopted, 

Un the motion of the. Hon. the Minis- 
ter of Finance, seconded by the Hon. 
the Premier, — 

Resolved, that this house will, on 
Monaay next, resolve itself into com- 
mittee of supply. 

The following lulls were read a thin- 
time and passed:— 

Hill (No. lot intituled An Act to am- 
end the Small Debts Act. 

Rill (No. 2) intituled An Act to am- 
end the Companies Act by providing for 
the Registration of Companies' Mort- 
gages. 

Mr. Henderson moved in committee of 
the whole ami on report on the bill intit- 
uled An Act to declare the Law with 
respect to Ancient Lights, that sections 
2 and o of said act be struck out, anil 
the following inserted in lieu thereof: — 

"2. No person shall acquire a right by 
prescription to the access and use of 
light to or for any dwelling house, work- 
shop or other building; but this section 
shall not apply I" any such right which 
hus been ncquircd by twenty years' use 
before the passing of this act, nor affect 
the rights of the parties to any proceed- 
ing now pending in which such question 
has arisen before the passing of this 
act." 

The Attorney-General 

Hon. Chns. Wilson opposed but after 
a discussion in which Mr. .1. A. Macdon- 
ald and Mr. Stuart Henderson took part, 
the Attorney-General agreed to strike 
mil section 2 anil to inisert a new clause 
embodying the spirit of Mr. Henderson's 
amendment, 

On the second reading of the net to 
consolidate, the Municipal Clauses act, 
Hon. Clms. Wilson suggested that the 
bill be referred to tho municipal com- 
mittee. He ilid this because there was 
noisubjecl on which there was a greater 
diversity of opinion. He was not sure 
that it might not be advisable to defer 
the matter to another year in order to 
allow those members who had special 
knowledge of municipal affairs to take 
part in framing a measure which would 
meet every requirement. However, it 
should in any case go to the committee. 
Agreed. 

The Hon. Mr. Green presented the 
following returns:—-

government at Ottawa, in relation to the 
grunting of a lease of Stanley Park at 
Vancouver. 

Return of all Icttena or telegrams that 
have passed between the government of 
British Columbia and the Dominion gov- 
ernment since the passing of the Son- 
ghees Reserve net, 1005, relating to the 
said Songhoes Indian reserve, or the re- 
moval 'of the Indians therefrom.

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FOUR MORE SURVIVORS. 

(Special to the Colonist). 

Ucluelet, Jan. 25— (10:40 p. m.) 
— The steamer Shamrock has 
just arrived at Toquart with 
three of the Valencia's crew, 
named F. Hancock, chief cook; 
Max Stanslar, fireman; George 
Long, fireman. 

They were picked up on Turret 
Island, in Barkley Sound, by 
Charlie Ross, an Indian police- 
man of Alberni, who reports that 
another man is still living on the 
Island, but is lost in tho bush. 
Indians are looking for him. 

Two bodies have been picked 
up by Indians on a small island 
and were brought tt> Toquart. 
The Indians had just got the 
three men in a canoe when the 
Shamrock came along and took 
them on board. 

The men are getting the best 
of care in the house of H. J. 
Helliers, the government line- 



THB wrecked steamer Valencia 
now lies submerged and broken. 
But a portion of a mast stands 
above water, and the fleet of 
steamers and tugs yesterday turned 
their attention to patroling the vicin- 
ity with the hope of finding boats, 
rafts or wreckage still afloat with sur- 
vivors, though the chances are small. 
Ashore several parties have been toil- 
ing over most arduous trails, some 
carrying succor to those who were 
washed ashore, others scouring the 
rocks of the shoreline seeking for 
survivors who may have reached shore 
and be lying helpless, and others are 
engaged in the melancholy duty of 
recovering bodies, few being recovered 
to date. 

Of the total company of 151, but :17 
survivors have been definitely account- 
ed for, und three men believed to be 
other survivors were seen on shore 
near the wreck huddled about a 
fire. Four were found on Turret 
Island, in Barkley Sound. Six 
have been taken on the Salvor. 
Nine, most of them so badly cut up 
and bruised, without boots and so 
overcome that they cannot stand, 
much less walk, are still camped at 
Darling Creek telegraph hut; and IS 
others were picked up by tho steamer 
City of Topeka. With the three seen 
from the whaling steamer Orion, a 
mile and a half from the wreck, added, 
the survivors total 37, leaving a death 
list of 117 persons. Not a woman or 
child is among the saved. 

Not a Woman or Child Saved 

Scant hope is entertained by those 
on board the patroling steamers that 
any others will be recovered, for the 
doctors on the rescuing tugs say the 
limit of human endurance will have 
been passed before this time. The 
steamers engaged in patrolling were 
seen yesterday morning' in the vicinity 
of Darling River. The steamer Sal- 
vor, which left Bamfleld Creek yester- 
day morntag after sending part of her 
crew over the land trails to seek sur- 
vivors, and the whaling steamer Orion 
(a vessel better equipped than any In 
this neighborhood to throw lines to a 
wreck, being equipped w(th a harpoon 
gun), tho steamer Queen, which 
stopped at. the scene en route to San 
Francisco, tho tug Lome, sent from 
Victoria Wednesday night with a 
party of bluejackets and a lifeboat on 
board, were all there, and, us far as 
could bo learned from correspondents 
at various points, none had succeeded 
In finding other survivors. 

The steamer Salvor made an ef.ort 
to get ono of her boats through the 



surf near Darling Creek yesterday 
morning to land supplies for the men 
at the Darling Creek telegraph hut. 
The surf ran too high, though, and it 
seemed impossible to get a boat 
through it. The boat was forced to 
return. The Salvor soon afterward 
located two men and a boy. 
At' 10: 40 a. in. yesterday a fire, evi- 
[ dently built as a signal, was seen on 
the beach between Beetradoss Point 
and Klauewah, where the wreck lies. 
After transferring the survivors taken 
from Bamflefd to the steamer City of 
Topeka, the Salvor went to notify the 
tug Lorne of the finding of the party 
on shore, and asked if the British 
bluejackets on board the Lorne with a 
lifeboat would attempt a landing. 
Captain Butler replied that they would 
try, but the undertaking was most 
dangerous and unsafe. 

Bluejackets' Gallant Attempt 
The gallant British bluejackets vol- 
unteered to make the attempt, and 
made a daring effort. They were un- 
successful, however, and the sailors 
were obliged to return after getting 
within three boat's lengths of the 
shore. Some doubt was hold on the 
tug if (lie party on shore were sur- 
vivors of the wreck, for after tile boat 
started shoreward several others were 
seen and they seemed to make no at- 
tempt to get off to the boat. Failing 
to make a landing, the sailors tried 
to send food ashore in barrels, but in 
this they were also unsuccessful. 

It is not expected that the surf will 
be navigable for some days. With 
tin? failure of the Salvor to land sup- 
plies, the steam whaler Orion soon 
afterward returned to Bamfleld to 
•notify those there that aid must he 
sent by land. The nine men were on 
the side of Darling River nearest the 
wreck, and Messrs. Richmond, McWha 
and Mousley, the cable operators, who 
went, taking telegraphic instruments 
with them, to the scene of the wreck, 
were unable to reach it through failure 
to cross the swollen creek. Darling 
Creek is three times its 'normal depth, 
and a swift current runs toward a fall 
near the mouth. But one of the sur- 
vivors had managed to cross. 

F. P. Bunker, assistant school su- 
perintendent of Seattle, a passenger 
who escaped from tho wreck, after 
| seeing his wife and two daughters 
drown alongside the steamer by the 
I swamping of the boats, swam across 
| the swift creek. A man of wonderful 
energy, he placed a rope about his 
waist before he started, and made the 
attempt. Ifn succeeded, though he 
was almost carried down to the fall. 
Other attempts were to bo made to 
cross at low water, but it was not 
known whether they succeeded. 
Passenger and Fireman Thrown Into 
Breakors 

From Bunker it was learned how the 
nine men had escaped. They were in 
Nos. - and f> boats, and were but a 
percentage of the crews of those bouts 
who were washed ashore after the 
boats bad been capsized in the break- 
ers outside the heavy surf rolling in on 
the day of the disaster. In No. 2 boat 
when it started from the ship there 
were fifteen in all, and eight of these 
were drowned. All had life-preserv- 
ers on. No. 5 boat had left the 
steamer with very few passengers— 
not more than six or seven in all— and 
Mr. Bunker and D. F, Richley, a fire- 
man, were all that made tho land after 
being thrown into the breakers. 

The people on board had not taken 
to the rigging when these boats left. 
It was not until the steamer swung 
around broadside to the shore and 
sunk by the bow, leaving but tho 
houses on the hurricane deck above 
water, that they went into the rigging. 
Tho Lorno's Trip 

The tugboat Lorne. Captain Butler, 
returned at 11.30 o'clock lust night from 
the scene of the Valencia disaster, hav- 
ing on board John Sogulm-'. lireinan, who, 
together with live passengers and 12 of 
the crew of the foundered steamer, were 

taken off a raft yesterday aftern i by 

the steamship Topeka. The Greek lire- 
man was one of the heroes of the ill- 
fated vessel and made a desperate at- 
tempt, to carry a life line ashore: but the 
rope became twisted round his body and 



WRECK BREAKING UP. 



A despatch from Cape Beale 
last night says Lighthou3ekeeper 
Paterson has returned from the 
wreck over the trail and reports 
that the steamer Valoncia is no 
more. Pieces' of the steamer 
and her cargo were scattered 
along the beach when he left. 
Tho first thing seen by the party 
from Cape Beale on arrival this 
morning was a trunk, evidently 
that of a foreigner, Frank Novak 
by namo, as papers and clothing 
were marked with that namo. 
Then a nude body was seen in 
the surf, but before it could bo 
reachcil the undrtrtow took it 
out and sank it in deep water. 
Two bodies were recovered from 
the wreck, but neither could be 
identified. The b6aches near 
where the steamer went ashore 
are covered with broken cases 
of canned fruit and butter, 
lemons, oranges and pineapples. 
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he only saved himself from (strangulation 
by cutting the rope. A life buoy was 
thrown to him and he was pulled hack 
to the Valencia. Segalos was offered 
$1,000 if successful by a passenger, but 
before leaping into the terrible surf lie. 
declined to accept: any remuneration, 
telling the survivors then on board that 
it was his duty to try and save lifo. 

The Lorne was unsuccessful iii tier 
mission, though from 7.:i<) a.m. to 4 p.m. 
she patrolled the shore line in the n- 
ciuity of the wreck, going within a nuuf' 
tor of a mile of the land. The volautcn:', 
life saving crew from II. M. S. lOgerci, 
in command of Lieut. J. II. Knight, 
took thein boat to within a 100 yards of 
the remains of the wreck and also en-' 
deavored to make a landing through the 
surf about ten miles further along t»° 
coast towards Cape Beale wh(V; some 
men, believed, however to be rescuers 
working from Hanitield. we.'e seen. 
Though the Lieutenant tried to com- 
municate with them hy megaphone he 
was unsuccessful and the bolt returned 

to the tug. 

Seeing that, no aid could he rendered 
and finding no bodies, Captain Butler 
brought the tug back to Victoria, leav- 
ing the crew of the Egerht at the outer 
wharf. Hail the Lome been commis- 
sioned 24 hours earlier, with its splen- 
did picked body of men from I'.ie Egerin 
and lifeboats doubtless many lives could 
have been saved. 

Interview With Survivor 

John Segalos, fireman Steamship Val- 
encia, residence 004 Third street, Una 
Francisco was taken aboard the Lome 
from the Steamship City of Topcku to 
assist in locating tho wrecked steamer 
at hi o'clock yesterday morning; In 
hi-olwn English, for the survivor is a

Hawkins and J. McCall'ery, (Victoria) 
second class passengers and 12 of th« 
crew. Fireman Segalos spent, from 10

a fragile raft, buffeted by the gale anil

NATURAL GAS IN HUNGARY. 

At a recent meeting in Vienna some 
interesting information about natural 
. as was given by a Hungarian engineer 
who had made a special study of this 
question, Tlie central part of Hungary 
consists of two basin-shaped plains, and 
many of the snud-Inyers from tlie ter- 
tial period contain vast deposits of peat 
and other evidences of vegitation, gen- 
erally at a depth of a 1000 feet to 1500 
feet below tlie surface. On account of 
tlie natural formation of these plains, 
the water in these layers is subjected to 
a considerable pressure, and in bore- 
holes it often rises above tlie surface. 
Through this pressure, and tlie effect of 
the somewhat heated water, these veget- 
able substances have been transformed 
into a gas, which escapes when borings 
are made; but' it will be understood that 
it is not a petroleum gas. as in Amer- 
ica. Natural gas has hitherto been 
found in live different places in Hun- 
gary, ami the first gas well was bored in 
the year 1H87. close to Karczag, at a 
depth of 885 feet: n 12-inch bore-hole at 
this place yields about 00 cubic feet of 
gas per hour, together with a large quan- 
tity of water. 'More proline springs are 
however found at Arad. where boring 
was commenced some twelve years ago; 
two bore-boles give together rather more 
than 12IH> cubic feet of gas pel' hour, 
which is being used for lighting. At 
Mezaiiegyes. in the same district, t bore- 
hole of 1500 feet deepth was bored in 
^'.M'^, having a diameter of -I Inches at 
the bottom, yielding (id cubic feet of gas 
and 150 cubic feet of water per hour, 
both being used at a mull combined gas 
and water works. Of similar installa- 
tions there are numbers in Hungary, 
and though on a small scale, they are 
not without interest. — Engineering.

Wen afforded. The circumstances, how- 
ever, in the case of Dewdney were quite 
unique. Tho disaster riot only over- 
whelmed the Fraser Valley, it over- 
whelmed the courage of the settlers who 
(practically lay down under their trou- 
bles. They abandoned their function's 
and paid no taxes. All that was true, 
hut there was another side to the ques- 
tion, the. credit: of the province, and ot 
tho municipalities were tit stake, and al- 
though it was not a pleasant course to 
pursue, it was a choice of evils and 
it he government, he thought, had chosen 
the least. It was better for tho prov- 
ince to pay .$10,000 t li an for a few bond- 
holders to come into possession of the 
■municipality. 

The Opposition Leader 

Mr. .T. A. Macdonald fRossIand) /ob- 
jected to the bill because it involved the 
accepting of. a vicious principle, the n«- 
Niimptiou by the province of private 
debts. All this 'was dangerous. Mat- 
ters were made worse by the cowardly 
action of the people themselves. Their 
conduct showed that they were not entit- 
led to the relief they sought. During the 
Jast six years they, had evaded all taxa- 
tion, both municipal and provincial. The 
speaker -would like to know' how "much 
taxation thoy had thus escaped, but it 
■could not be less than the amount of the 
debt which they asked the province to 
assume. Ho advocated the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the whole 
subject before any money was voted. If 
they adopted the bill lightly they were 
only opening the door for similar appli- 
cations from other municipalities. Many 
■cities in the interior were assessing their 
real estate at twice the value in order tor 
raise the necessary income for municipal 
(administration. Hossland was doing this 
today; Grand Forks and Greenwood 
■were in a similar plight:. Why should 
not these municipalities also be assisted? 
Tho principle was bad. and if adopted 
•IDewdney would not. be the last, hut the 
first of many such applications. Ho sym- 
pathized "with the people of Dewdney 
Ibut it was not ■ the payment of a small 
sum like $10,000 that he objected to, 
'hut the principle of the bill. 

Mr. Henderson moved in amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Cameron, — 
, That all after the word "That" foe 
struck out, tuid the following inserted in 
lieu thereof: "the statomenst set out in 
the recitals and other data obtainable 
■bearing on the matters in question in 
this act ••'be referred "to" a 'special - commit- 
tee, eonisisting of five. .members of this 
(house, to investigate fully the advissa- 
jbility of dealing ' wit h' the 'question in- 
volved in the way suggested, or in any 
other way, with power to impure into the 
•facts, examine witnesses upon oath, viva 
voce, send or call for documents and rec- 
ords, gather evidence, etc.. and report 
the same with their findings, to this 
house." 

: Mr. Stuart Henderson (Vale) spoke 
against the bill. He wanted more infor- 
mation as to the creditors of the muni- 
cipality and the exact amount of their 
claims. Charity, he claimed, was an in- 
sufficient justification for the course pro- 
posed. He moved an amendment as fol- 
lows: — 

Hon. It. McBride regretted that he 
could 'not accept the amendment. 
There was a principle at stake, but it 
was" the important principle of up- 
holding the credit of the province. If 
the disastrous Hoods <>f 1D00 had not. 
submerged the Fraser valley, this bill 
would never have been submitted to 
the House. The failure of the muni- 
cipality or Dewdney to meet its obli- 
gations was highly prejudicial to the 
interests -of the province and In the 
public interest should be remedied, 
and this was the only way. In com- 
mittee he would be willing to give the 
jnost detailed information, but tit the 
present stage he must - resist the 
amendment. 

Mr. a. Munro (ChUli'wack) had 
heard nothing from tho government as 
1o the defence which could be offered 
for the action of tbe municipality in 
evading taxation. They had by that 
means already .secured the amount, 
they wore now asking for. They had 
received a large instalment of charity 
already. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) asked how 
many settlers there were in tbe area 
affected! If there were twelve be 
would withdraw his opposition. 

Hon. H. McBrlde said there were 
plxty. 

Mr. John Oliver said as usual the 



Premier had evaded the question. 
There were not half a dozen settlerd 
within the dyked area. The dyke so 
much spoken of was chiefly the road- 
bed of the C. P. R. The only part of 
the dyking work proper actually 
washed away were a. few sluice boxes. 
The dyking area of which so much 
had been said did not represent E per 
cent, of the area of the municipality 
of Dewdney. Within the dyked lands 
was one of the finest farms ii> British 
Columbia. Not 10 per cent, of the 
settlers of Dewdney ever stood to 
benefit one cent by the dyking works, 
even if they had been a success. 
Why had these creditors not pressed 
their claims before? He wanted to 
know. One of them was notorious as 
a most grasping and exacting com- 
pany. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton— Name. 

Mr. Oliver— Go down to the Fraser 
Valley and you will learn. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton— Who am I to 
ask for? , 

Mr. Oliver— Vote for our committee 
and you will learn. . 

Mr. J. H. Hawthorn thwalte said he 
did not see that anything was to be 
gained by delay. He was in favor of 
the province paying the whole debt. 

Tlie motion was carried oir the fol- 
lowing division: 

Yeas — Davidson, Hawlhornthwaite, 
Williams, Tatlow, McBride, Cotton, 
Clifford, Bowser, A. McDonald, Green, 
Fulton, Garden, Wright, Young, Gif- 
ford, McGowan, Shatford, Grant, Man- 
son — 20. 

Nays — Drury, McNiven, Murphy, 
Jones, Evans, Oliver, J. A. Macdonald, 
Henderson, Munro, Paterson, Well3, 
Cameron, Ellison — 13. 

The bill was read a second time and 
will be committed tomorrow. 

The House adjourned at fi p. m.

C. P. R. FREIGHT RATES. 

Boycott of Merchants Off Pending 
Report of Railway Commissioners. 

"Tlie special coin in it tee appointed by the 
Vancouver hoard of trade to deal with 
the subject of freight rates on tlie C. P. 
It as affecting the Terminal City, pre- 
sented a report at a meeting of merchants 
and shippers in the board of trade rooms 
Tuesday," says the Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser. 

"It. r. McLennan, chairman of tlie com- 
mittee, presided, and among tlie others 
present wore: Messrs. William Prentice, 
William Braid, W. 11. I.eckle, .lames Ham- 
say, C. J3. Tlsdiill, G. II. Cotterell, and 
others. 

•'The chairman said the mooting had 
been culled to receive the report of the 
special committee nppointod't'o deal witli 
the question of C. 1'. It. freight rates dis- 
crimination against Vancouver as compared 
with Winnipeg. The committee had been 
active, but, so fur, the result of its action 
had only been the reply from tlie C. P. H. 
Company, which had been published, nnd 
with the substance of which everybody 
was acquainted. The reply of the railway 
company had been referred to the com- 
mittee, and the Committee had prepared a 
rejoinder, which had been sent to the rail- 
way commission nt Ottawa by Monday's 
mail. A copy had also been forwarded to 
W. It. Mclnues, freight manager of the 
C. P. It. Company, nnd, locally, to- W. It. 
(freer of the same company. In conse- 
quence of a letter received from Joseph 
Martin, K. C, who Is acting for tlie board 
of trade in the mutter, the committee 
considered It would be advisable that In- 
dividual action on the part of the mer- 
chants should lie discontinued, pending the 
decision of the commission. 

"The following motion was put to the 
meeting and carried unanimously: 

" 'Whereas, at a mass meeting of the 
merchants and shippers of Vancouver and 
New Westminster, held in the board of 
trade rooms at Vancouver, November ISO, 
11)03, it was resolved that on account of 
the unjust discrimination In freight rates 
against the coast cities and In favor of 
Winnipeg, the said merchants and shippers 
use every means In their power to compel 
the C. P. It. Company to deal justly In the 
matter of freight rates; and whereas the 
merchants have shown no great inclina- 
tion to deal with the C, P. It. since that 
time; and whereas such an action on the 
i part of tbe merchants ,has had the effect 
I of causing the C, 1'. H. Company to reply 
j to our complaint to tbe railway commis- 
sioners, which reply to the railway com- 
missioners should have been in one year 
ago; and whereas our counsel advise us to 
abstain from any action we may have ta- 
ken In our behalf, as tbe matter Is now 
before the commissioners, he it therefore 
resolved, that although discrimination In 
freight rates against tlie coast cities is still 
■carried on without abatement, the mer- 
chants and shippers of Vancouver hereby 
agree to refrain from taking farther action 
as a body in their own behalf, pending the 
decision of the railway commissioners.' 

"It was further suggested that as tech- 
nical points would very likely be brought 
out in course of the hearing before tlie 
railway commission, it would be advisable 
that an expert should accompany counsel. 
Accordingly the following motion was un- 
animously agreed to: 

" - In view of the fact that in presenting 
the case of the coast merchants before the 
railway commission, many purely freight- 
ing anil operating technicalities will proba- 
bly be brought forward by the C. 1'. It. 
Company; be it therefore resolved, that 
the British Columbia branch of tlie Can- 
adian Manufacturers' Association In Van- 
couver, he requested to use its good of- 
fices in securing the services of Mr. J. It. 
Mariow, of Toronto, to assist our counsel, 
Mr. Joseph Martin, K. C, when he meets 
the railway commissioners.' 

Tills was all the business done. 

"The statement, of const merchants to 
■the railway commission cannot, of course, 
be made public pending the action of that 
body."

LEGAL _ INTELLIGENCE. 

Jnhunrv 2.">, 1900. 
(In the Full Court.) 

Hopper vs. Dunsinulr. -Oil tlie ques- 
tion of costs, which was: spoken to .on 
the delivery of the judgment in the ap- 
peal, tlie chief justice gave tlie following 
decision, which was read and concurred 
in by Hon. Mr. Justice Irving: 

Upon the delivery of our judgments 
we were asked to make an order allow- 
ing the costs of the plaintiff and in- 
tervener out of the estate. It is, in my 
opinion, unnecessary to consider what 
order we would have made under the 
old practice, or to exzamine the numer- 
ous authorities cited, as the recent 8u- 
prenie Court Act has deprived us of 
any discretion. It is enacted in explicit 
•terms that "the costs of every appeal 
jto the full court and of the trial and 
hearing of every cause or matter shall 
follow the event," with certain speci- 
fied exceptions. It 'lias not been made 
to appear to us that this case comes 
within any of the exceptions. It was 
urged, however, that the legislature 
could not have intended to sweep invar 
the discretion formerly possessed by 
the court, in certain cases to order .in 
unsuccessful party's costs to be paid out 
of the funds or estate in litigation; but 
in order to give effect to this argument 
we should have to insert words in the 
statute which are not to be found in it. 
Eminent jurists have freq#ntly pro- 
tested against holding an enactment to 
lie elliptical, or that the ordinary mean- 
ing should be cut down on the theory 
that if tlie matter had been brought to 
the attention of the legislature its will 
would have been differently expressed 
except where it is necessary to avoid a 
construction which the legislature could 
not possibly have intended: see for ex- 
nniple the 'remarks of the different law 
lords in Tin. Bank of England vs. Vag- 
liano Brothers (1801) A. <'.. 107: •anil 
in Salomon vs. Salomon, (1897) A. 0.22. 

Moreover. 1 think the legislature ex- 
pressly intended to provide an automat- 
ic code for the disposition of the costs 
of all trials, hearings and appeals in 
the supreme court, and to sweep away 
all discretion save in relation to the 
specified exceptions. 

la this view the language of Lord 
Herschell in the Vagliano case above 
cited, is apt. He says, at p. 144: "I 
think the proper course is in the first in- 
stance to examine the language of the 
statute and to ask its natural meaning 
uninfluenced by any consideration de- 
rived from the previous state of the 
law, and not to start with inquiring 
how the law previously stood and th'-.t 
assuming that it: was probably intended 
to leave it unaltered to see if the words 
of the enactment will hear an interpo- 
lation in conformity with this view. If 
a statute intended to embody in a code 
a particular branch of the law is to he 
.treated in this fashion it appears to me 
that its utility will be almost entire- 
lv destroyed, nnd the very object with 
which it. was enacted will be frus- 
trated." 

No layman who proposed to conduct 
his own case would ever suspect that 
tiny exception, other than those speci- 
fied, was lurking in the plain and un- 
ambiguous words of this section, and 
that a fund to which he defended tits 
right could be engulfed by an order for 
the payment therefrom of his adver- 
sary's costs; and I find nothing in the 
staiute to indicate Unit the Act is ad- 
dressed only to members of the legal 
profession. 

There were, however, in reality two 
distinct appeals, one a preliminary np- 
peal from the refusal to amend and 
allow further evidence, anil the other 
the main appeal from the judgment. II 
was necessary in order to fully prose- 
cute the main appeal to take the pre- 
liminary appeal, and while it is true 
that the success of that appeal and the 
production of the further evidence ef- 
fected nothing in the end, it was none 
the less u distinct and severable appeal 
within tlie meaning of tho phrase 
"every rfppeal" in tho statute, and the 
"event" was favorable to tin; plaintiff 
■and intervener. 
• In the result the defendant is en- 
titled to the costs of the main appeal, 
including the further evidence ;is against 
both plaintiff and intervener, while thev 
are each entitled to their costs of the 
preliminary appeal, such costs to he set 
riff pro tanto against those due to the 
defendant. 
Mr. .lustice Martin (in the same cnse.l 

Whatever may heretofore have been 
the practice regarding costs of appeal- 
rind trials. In my opinion section KM) 
of the Supreme Court Act alone now' 
regulates such matters and deprives 
the court of all discretion. The language 
is sweeping, extending to "every appeal " 
and to "every cause or matter," and the 
only thing thai remains for C!ie court 
to do is to determine; what the "event" 
is, save, of course, in the ane of cer- 
tain excepted matters which do not ex- 
tend to the case nt bar. Such being 
my view, I pass to the consideration of 
the word "event" us applicable to this 
appeal, leaving aside, as I did in th> 
case of Stun Kco vs. 'Arbitrators decid- 
ed on the 0th instant, any question of 
the propriety or consequences of the 
section. 

The situation is . peculiar, because 
when tho appeal first came on to be 
heard there was a prelim I nary applica- 
tion to amend the statements of claim 
of tlie plaintiff and tlie intervener and 



take further evidence in support there- 
of respecting the execution of the will 
in California, which proposed amend- 
ment had been refused by the learned 
trial judge. This court, however, saw 
fit to allow the amendment on the short 
ground that it raised a question of sub- 
stance anil that though the application 
was made late in the trial it was nev- 
ertheless, in the peculiar circumstances, 
only a question of terms. Further evi- 
dence was directed to bo taken, and 
the hearing of the appeal was adjourned 
in the meantime, and the question of 
costs reserved. 

Having regard to our decision in Snni 
Kee's case, supra, i am clearly of the 
opinion that the word "event" may 
properly be read distributlvely to meet 
these very unusual circumstances. The 
fact that the result of our judgment is 
that tlie application turned out to be 
unnecessary or fruitless does not detract 
from the force of the contention that 
the "event," so far as concerns the 
amendment, was that we decided it 
should have been allowed originally, 
and the plaintiff and intervener had to 
come to us to get that right established; 
Such being the case, there is, so to 
speak, an "event" within an "event" — 
tho one quite Independent of the other. 

1 think, therefore, the order should 
be that the costs of this appeal so far 
as they relate to the application to 
amend should be allowed the appellants, 
while the remainder of them should go 
to the respondent following tlie event 
of the main appeal. 

Canadian Canning Co., vs. Fagnn & 
Foster. This was on appeal from the 
decision Of Mr. , lustice Duff in an ac- 
tion by the plaintiff company to recov- 
er .dnmngeH for an illegal distress for 
taxes, made by the Provincial govern- 
ment assessor at Vancouver. The 
lenrnt-'d trial judge gave judgment for 
$005 the value of the goods seized, and 
$1,500 damages. An appeal was ta- 
ken by the government flora this de- 
cision, and was argued ut Vancouver hi 
November last, before Irving. Martin 
and Morrison, .1.1.. who today gave 
judgment allowing I lie appeal and send- 
ing the ease back for a new trial only 
on the question of damages, which wei'2 
considered by the court excessive. 

Mr. H. A. Maclean, K. C. for the 
Crown; .Mr. Joseph Martin, K. O. for 
the plaintiff company. 

Cnftwright vs. the King. This wan 
an appeal, from the judgment of the 
chief justice. The suppliant, Cart- 
wright; pre-empted certain crown land 
in 1870. Me then left this country 'or 
the United .States, leaving no address, 
nnd not returning for eleven years. He 
had obtained u certificate of improve- 
ments, hut under the then Land Act, 
tlie government niade a survey of Intnl.- 
pre-empted. In J 887 one Cuii'nn, pur- 
chased the land under tin? provisions <>! 
the Land Act of 1884, a survey wai 
made at bis instance and all 'the for 
nullities observed necessary to tlii 
granting of a crown grant to him in 
1888. ' Xo protest was lodged against 
the granting of ' .the land to Outran. 
Cart wright returned and sought to re- 
cover tho land, contending that he had 
never abandoned it according to the 
terms of the statute, and eventually to 
petition of right was granted him to 
press his' Claim at! Jaw. The chief jus 
tice gave judgment ' against hint nt the 
trial and its appeal was argued at the' 
Vancouver; sittings, ;of the full court in 
November last before Irving, Martin 
and Morrison, .1,1.,' who today gave 
judgment dismissing the appeal with 
costs, on the general ground, among 
•others, that. Cart Wright's absence in tlie 
circumstances, and his neglect to perfect 
his pre-emption and protect his rights 
must be taken as a nabnudonment of 
his claims.

Suyers vs. I!. ( '. JSlectric Railway 
Co. This was an appeal from the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Duff. Plaintiff 
in tbe action was injured on the de- 
fendant company's tramway in Van- 
couver in stepping off a movable plat- 
form provided by the defendant com- 
pany for the accommodation of passen- 
gers transferring at one of the junc- 
tions. The platform was necessary to 
enable passengers to alight owing to 
the height of the car steps above the 
surface of the street. The platform 
was so placed that there was very 
close to it. and not. easily observable 
by passengers leaving the car. a large 
hide into which plaintiff 'stepped, sc- 
yi rely injuring her knee. The company 
set up the defence, broadly speaking, 
that they were not responsible for the 
condition of the street as being within 
the scope of the operations or works 
of the company under their charter, but 
it was hehl otherwise on the evidence 
and on a construction of their incor- 
poration Act, and damages were award- 
ed. 

The appeal was argued before the full 
court, composed of Irving, Martin and 
Morrison, J.T., who today gave judg- 
ment dismissing the appeal with costs.

■Stone vs. Roaslnnd Ice and Fuel Co., 
et al.— This is an appeal from the de- 
cision of Mr. Justice Irving in an no- 
tion on two promissory notes amounting 
to $1,410. in which his lordship gave 
judgment for the plaintiff. The ap- 
peal was argued at Vancouver in No- 
vember last before Hunter, C. .1., Mar- 
tin and Duff J.I.. and today judgment 
was given upholding the decision of til 4 
trial judge, Mr. Justice Martin dissent- 
ing.

At 
Spring Ridge and Kingston Street 
schools an attempt has been made to do 
something, but either from half-hearted 
interest or severe handicaps the result 
has been anything lint satisfactory. From 
an educational point of view these gar- 
dens would be of great value. All of 
the pupils would be taught to respect 
public property in keeping off tho beds, 
the esthetic taste would be developed, 
and practical experiments in nature 
study could be conducted at one and the 
same time. It is not the intention of 
this article ito reflect on the teachers, the 
superintendent, or past boards of trus- 
tees but to suggest an improvement that, 
it seems to us, could well he carried out.

LIFE SAVING ON THIS COAST. 

The terrible disasters of the past 
few months on this coast have at last 
aroused the people to a due sense of 
the requirements of the West Coast 
In the way of protecting and of sav- 
ing life. It may fairly be surmised 
that the Dominion authorities will no 
longer delay in giving the whole matter 
their immediate and most serious at- 
tention. The people of the coast are 
terribly in earnest, and when the Im- 
provements are begun they seek no 
half measures, but complete and care- 
fully thought out provisions for the 
protection of the public and of prop- 
erty. The question of cost must not 
stop in the way. Lives are more 
precious than money. 

And it might be well to consider 
the requirement'!. It seems to us 
there should be a powerful tug always 
available at or near Carmanah, which 
would be free immediately to go to 
the rescue of a ship in distress. There 
should be one or two life-saving sta- 
tions of the modern type. These, 
however, are details to be decided by 
an exact knowledge of the localities 
. and the points of vantage. The tug 
could carry a life-saving crew and 
outfit. 

We are not prepared to express an 
opinion as to the character of the 
lights from a navigator's point of 
view. They should at least fully meet 
the requirements on an exceptionally 
dark and dangerous coast, being of 
the most powerful character, com- 
bined with the most effective system 
of warning signals. 

The government should also con- 
sider the advisability of bringing into 
general use for purposes of navigation 
the wireless telegraph. Each vessel 
above a certain tonnage should be re- 
quired to be equipped, so that In case 
of danger she could give Intelligence 
of her whereabouts and situation at 
once. This is something that would 
Involve international agreement, and 
understanding the use of codes as be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
but presents no serious difficulties in 
that respect. 

There is another matter of almost 
equal importance. Ships by law are 
required to carry certain safety appli- 
ances and be provided with facilities 
lor saving life, etc. Although the law 
Is complied with in most instances, it 
very frequently happens that at the 
critical moment something breaks 
down— the pumps will not work for 
lack of having been kept clean, the 1 
davits are out of order or in the low- 
ering of boats something goes wrong 
and the occupants are dumped Into 
the sea and drowned. Time and 
again some of these things occur. It 
should, therefore, be the duty of the 
captain and. his officers to constantly 
drill their crew in life-saving opera- 
tions, and see that everything neces- 
sary is kept in perfect order and 
ready always for Instant use. And 
need we suggest the imperative ne- 
cessity of boats being regularly In- 
spected and kept up to the full meas- 
ure of requirements of the law? In 
tlds western country, where the volume 
of shipping is not as great as It is In 
Uio east, there Is a temptation to use 
boats when occasion demands that 
are not wholly seaworthy and prop- 
erly equipped. Unless the official 
whose duty it is to pass on such 
matters is free from the Influences 
which a company knows so well how 
to exercise, or If he be neglectful of 
ills duty - in any . respect, there Is the 
danger of life being lost.

A NATIONAL SC 

Both the Dominion Trades and 
Labor Council and the Canadian 
^Manufacturers' Association have peti- 
tioned the Dominion government with 
the view of nationalizing a system of 
technical education. Two important 
economic elements or . classes of the 
country tacitly recognize that the sys- 
tems of popular education which exist 
in the various provinces are quite In- 
adequate to the real requirements of 
the people, in that they are wholly 
impractical, and they, therefore, ap- 
peal to the Dominion authorities for 
something that will apply uniformly 
to all parts of Canada, and be na- 
tional. 

The objection which lies to the 
federal government dealing with the 
request in the way that is desired Is 
that education is one of the subjects 
from dealing with which the Dominion 
government is specifically excluded. 
Education Is entirely In the hands of 
the provinces, except in extreme 
cases, and that Is upon appeal from 
the action of the . provincial govern- 
ment as provided for in section 93 of 
the B. N. A. Act, and that section, of 
course, does not apply at all in the 
present instance. Industrial Canada 
thinks It was a very narrow view of 
the case which the Fathers of Con- 
federation took In confining the edu- 
cational jurisdiction to provincial 
authority. It may have been short- 
sighted, but it was not narrow. The 
part which the governments are ex- 
pected to take in education .'has very 
much widened since the Fathers of 
Confederation considered the matter. 
They were in the main men who 
had either struggled to their political 
eminence through their own efforts, or 
had been educated without expense 
to the state, and they had not taken 
into consideration the possibility of 
the state becoming sponsor fur the 
educational equipment in a high de- 
gree of every child born In the Do- 
minion. They recognized the right of 
the state as represented In the pro- 
vincial authority to give all children, 
rich or poor, a knowledge of the fun- 
damentals so that they would not be 
handicapped in the race of life; but 
it was not thought that a demand 
would be made for the state to do for 
children what they should do for 
themselves. • In other words, the 
Fathers of Confederation, in this, as 
in many other matters, could not fore- 
see the future, and had to judge of 
the requirements of the future by the 
developments of the then present. 

However, while the Dominion gov- 
ernment Is precluded from giving 
specific effect to the request of the 
petitioners in question, there are no 
serious difficulties about meeting their 
views. The federal authorities can- 
not deal with the question of educa- 
tion in any form so far as establishing 
a system and exercising control over 
Its details is concerned; but they have 
absolute control over the funds at 
their disposal, and may appropriate 
them for any purpose whatsoever. 
There should be no serious difficulty 
about an arrangement being entered 
Into between the provinces and the 
Domlnlbn to secure co-operation In 
that respect, or of an Independent cor- 
poration, subject to provincial con- 
trol, being subsidized by the Dominion 
government for the purpose of Impart- 
ing technical Instruction. From a 
national point of view it is very im- 
portant that Canada should not be 
lagging behind the other nations In 
the expert knowledge and processes 
of industry. It was a policy of that 
kind, in combination with a protec- 
tionist tariff, that has brought Ger- 
many to the front In' recent years', In 
every province there should be a 
technological Institute — there at least 
should be two or three to accommo- 
date the East, the Middle West and 
the West — not necessarily supported 
wholly at the public expense, wherein 
the young men and women of Canada 
would be able to take a course that 
should not only fit them for some 
specific calling in life, but that would 
in a national sense be of assistance to 
Canada in building up an Industrial 
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fabric In competition with other 
nations. Such Institutes the Domin- 
ion could assist to a liberal degree 
and In a large measure indirectly 
control.

There should be no possible objection 
to Mr. J. II. Hawthornwaite's suggest- 
ed amendment to Clause IS of the 
amendment to the Assessment Act as 
at present printed. It is evidently not 
the intention of the Government to in 
Diet upon the owner of the mineral 01 
coal rights where they exist separate 
from the surface rights, a penalty for 
the non-payment of taxes due upon 
such surface rights, ami the'lcss am- 
biguity there is about an Act of Par- 
liament the less litigation will enure to 
the annoyance of the public. 

There is a serious proposition afoot, 
so says the St. John Sun, to sell out the 
Intercolonial railway to a private com- 
pany, in order that there may he an end 
to the deficits. Our contemporary, how- 
ever, says thai if the Intercolonial is to 
be sold for that reason, so also, should 
the canal system of 'transportation. The 
latter has cost well on to $100,000,000 
and has not paid for some years back. 
The canals are not, any more than the 
Intercolonial, run on a business basis, 
and private ownership would reduce op- 
erating expenses to a basis of legitimacy 
and relieve the country of an annual 



Toronto Mail ami Empire: Mr. Bor- 
den suggested, long ago, the acquisition 
of the Canada Atlantic railway as a con- 
tinuation of itlie Intercolonial to the 
Georgian Bay. Sir >Viifrid Laurier, 
however, made a speech in reply to tiie 
proposal in which lie stated that it wonM 
never do to make such an extension, be- 
cause the government would have to own 
vessels running to United States ports, 
and to ran hotels as well. He had stood 
tit Depot Harbor and had discovered 
that the acquisition of I lie Canada At- 
lantic by the government would be a 
great mistake. Now the Transportation 
Commission recommends the very thing 
which Sir Wilfrid declared to he unwise. 
It states Hint the government should own 
this particular road. Evidently the 
transportation experts take no interest 

in any views Sir Wilfrid may advance. 


The Agent-General for New South 
Wales was Instructed by his govern- 
ment to investigate the Canadian im- 
migration methods. We can easily un- 
derstand that he went to the officials of 
the department of immigration appointed 
by the Liberal government at Ottawa to 
get his information, and we are not sur- 
prised, therefore, to find that everything 
in Canada started Willi 180(1. Before 
that Canada got few immigrants, but 
immediately afterwards, owing to "a 
radical alteration in policy" everything 
was different — in other words, a link in 
I be chain of evidence proving that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier made Canada. As a 
matter of Tact, in 1800 the tide hail al- 
ready strongly turned, and Canada had 
begun ito reap the benefits of 'lie policy 
that the Liberal-Conservatives had in- 
augurated and the Liberals had persist- 
ently and violently opposed for years. 
When the Liberals came into power they 
were wise enough not to change it. They 
may have improved it. Certainly there 
is one tiling about which .there is no 
doubt. 'They are experts at appropriat- 
ing the ideas of others and advertising 
them us their own.

Sir — Your various correspondents, Who, 
stirred in their sympathy ns we nil tire, 
by the sail lot's ot life from tin' wreck of 
the Valencia, uml whose suggestions do In- 
finite credit to their kindly hearts, have, I 
inn afral{l, not the practical seafaring 
kllowledgo to enable tlieni to properly 
weigh (lie difUcultleH Unit their sugges- 
tions of tugboats'' uml lifeboats to afford 
means of rescue present on our linlnliabll ■ 
ed i ky coastline. 

If lifeboats bud been of n'ny use tile 
steamer Queen had eight Ursl class bunts, 
well equipped, that could Have been avail- 
able, Vet tin' muster \V. K Cousins, 
whose ability as a Seaman n ml heroism in 
disaster bus been testified to in many u 
hard duy's toll, that is known to all men 
who go down to the sen In ships, and 
whom Victorians have given unstinted 
praise for services rendered In life-Savlag, 
did not consider it practical to send Ills 
lifeboats In to tin. scene of the wreck. 

In my opinion, the best menus of assist- 
ance no the const line from Nootka to 
Sun Juan would .be to establish every ten 
miles u but with u good stillormah station- 
ed thereat, each but to he hi communica- 
tion by wire with his next neighbor As 
It would not be expected that saHornleu 
could work any elaborate telegraphy, let 
each Inn have, u dial, marked similarly to 
those messenger culls that are In most of- 
liccs, with such words ns "All well!" -'lte- 
qutre assistance!'; etc.— such calls u.s would 
suggest themselves In the en.se. And let 

the man who was nearest, the telegraph 
operator warn him. As these men would 
he only ten miles apart', they would be 
within reach of anything ove miles on 
either side, and of each other. And do 
doubt local knowledge would enable them 
to and n colgne from which, without trav- 
eling far, they could see to the extremity 
.of their district. 

Then let each hut be supplied with n 
rocket gun, set on a form or burrow with 
necessary line mid rockets, so that It 
could be wheeled to where it was required 
to puss a line to a wreck. This with u 
breeches buoy would succeed In savin" peo- 
ple when nothing could be done from sett- 
ward. 

As every British Ship has on board In- 
structions, nnd every officer Is required to 
know how to act In the event or a line be- 
ing passed mi board, you would have Ihe 
readiest means or saving life, it would 
not require more tbun ten men, at snv $00 
per month. The houses cua be bud ready- 
made ill British Columbia, uml need nut 
cost much. Then you would have a patrol 

of life-savers, with the curious light-keep- 
ers, all along tbe consi, tlmt would be al- 
ways nearby, In the event, of disaster. This, 
with uuinerous notice, boards secured on 
the trees, etc., In tbe event of fog, would 
enable anyone east nfilforc to get assist- 
ance tv n a mile or two, ir the patrol 

did not see or bear signals. 

The Dominion government have already 
glvpn £10,000 per milium tor the steamer 
Salvor to be at call for emergency; nnd 
It would not be asking too much for the 
necessary expense that would add a hun- 
dred fold to her capabilities.

NEW FURNACE IS O. K. 

Inventor Tolls of Satisfactory Run at 
Pilot Bay Smelter. 

M. Blancliard of Spokane, Inventor 
of a new furnace for smelters that was 
unsuccessfully tested by the Turk Mi- 
ning company in Cedar canyon, reports 
that a second furnace, installed at the 
Pilot Hay smelter, British Columbia, 
has proved a perfect success, says the 
Spokesman-Review. ores from the 
Blue Bell mine were tested at Pilot Bay 
a week ago, according to Nelson 
reports, and the new furnace handled 
the ores satisfactorily. 

Mr. Blancliard announced yesterday 
that u public test of the furnace will 
be held at Pilot Hay beginning Janu- 
ary 29th and lusting three days. All 
smeller and mining men have beeu 
invited to witness the tests. The com- 
pany has an office at First avenue, 
Spokane. 

In describing his new furnace, Mr. 
Blancliard said yesterday: 

Description of Furnace. 
"This new furnace is a double blast 
furnace, consisting of two upright ad- 
joining stacks, the primary and sec- 
ondary, divided by a single wall or 
water jacket, and both setting over the 
same sing pit. The primary furnace 
has a tight top, and the blast, which 
enters near the top and from tuyeres 
placved at Intervals along both sides of 
tire furnaces, is forced downward 
through the slag pit into the secondary 
i furnace before entering (lie smoke- 
stack. 

"The reason for having n down 
draught in the primary furnace and 
the numerous air tuyeres in both 
stacks, Is that the gases generated by 
tlie fresh ore and fuel at the top, com- 
ing in contact with the heat of Cue 
fusing mass below and at the same 
time meeting a blast of fresh air, form 
a complete combustion of these gases, 
which, passing through the slag pit of 
both furnaces and then upward, not 
only insures a hot bottom and prevents 
It from freezing, but, augmented by, 
the blast at the bottom of the second- 
ary furnace, furnishes sufficient heat 
to fuse the ore in the latter without 
the aid of any additional fuel. In fact, 
so great is the heat in the secondary 
stack thai it will smelt from three to 
five charges or ore to one In the 
primary. 

Uses Raw Coal. 

"This method of smelling uses raw- 
coal instead of coke and eliminates 
tile necessity of roasting the ores. I

Of the individual Chinaman, which is 
in many ways one of the best to be 
found on earth. An able English ob- 
server, William Maltland, for many 
years an employer of Chinese in Cali- 
fornia, expects the Chinamen who re- 
turn from the States, with new Ideas 
of liberty and opportunity, to do much 
in the course of time, to start the great 
empire on the rotul to modern power.

BRAINS AND BRIDGE. 


(Mr. 'Basil Tozer, in Monthly Review.) 

Does aptitude for card-playing de- 
note general intelligence? The ques- 
tion was asked In the course of general 
conversation among tlie guests at a 
country house- party where several men 
and women of distinction, and admit- 
tedly intellectually brilliant, were pres- 
ent. In less than ten minutes a con- 
troversy almost as tierce as If some vi- 
tal point to do witli politics or religion 
had been broached was In full force. 
Nor did It abate. But for tlie tact that 
the hour was past midnight, and that 
many hundreds of pheasants awaited 
their doom next day, the discussion 
would In all probability have grown 
more and more heated, and have been 
prolonged into the small hours of the 
morning. This incident it was that 
first opened my eyes to the deep inter- 
est taken In the question, and that led 
ultimately to my writing persixially to 
a number of men I deemed to be in a 
position to express an impartial opin- 
ion upon the subject, and likely not to 
be averse from doing so. 

Among the first reply was Mr. F. G. 
Atlalo, F.R.G.S., F.Z.S., editor of the 
well-known "Encyclopaedia of Sport" 
— a limn of the world, whose opinion 
may be deemed to carry weight. 

"Your question," he writes, "Is not 
easy to answer, and to myself, who 
have not touched a card for ten years, 
and who finally gave up a habit that 
had never been very strong before the 
modern cult of bridge fell heavily on 
the land, It presents peculiar difficult- 
ies, since, as might not unreasonably 
he averred, nothing la more gratifying 
than to condemn a weakness which one 
is free of. 

".Still, with tills personal confession 
by way of preface, I shall not hesitate 
to reply emphatically in the negative. 
And, as there Is some danger of con- 
fusing the Issue, let me clearly state 
that my opinion is not intended to cov- 
er the incompatibility of general intel- 
ligence, even of brilliant Intellectual 
attainments and a passion for cards; 
for the history of the period covered 
by tlie Greville Memoirs not to mention 
the personalities of several players 
among my own acquaintance, would 
unequivocally repudiate such a postu- 
late.

John 'ScIkhIos said: "It was my turn 
on watch in the lire rooms when ;it ten 
minutes to 12 Momlny uishr the Val- 
encia going very slow, suddenly dashed 
into the rocks and shook from stem to 
stern.

At about lL'::i() I saw a host 
londed with -•"> people crash from the 
davits and every one fall into the sea, 
including the first assistant engineer 
now on the Topeka. 1 helped to load 
three more boats but they were swamp- 
ed or smashed to pieces against the side 
of- the vessel by the -sens. About this 
time the Valencia drifted brond sides 
onto the rocks. 

Noble Effort to Swim to Land 

Tuesday morning about '.) o'clock 
three unsuccessful attempt were made 
to shoot lines to the shores, but nothing 
could lie done'. That afternoon I vol- 
unteered to try and swim to land. At 
rope yviis secured to me and I plunged 
into the surf. It whs no use, I wusj 
simply dashed buck by the waves and 
so 1 cut the line and a life buoy was 
thrown to mo and 1 was pulled aboard 
stun ued.

Latest From Bamfield

The law of averages in human affairs 
is as unrepealable as the law of gravi- 
tation. The suspension of this law, 
for one day, would moan "chaos come 
again" in the lives of men. Imagine 
some of the things that might happen. 
All of the people who will ride in the 
street cars in the course of a year 
clamor to ride in one day; or all of 
the people who ride in the course of a 
year stay at homo for a day conclude 
to do so on the same day!

BANK. 

Public Opinion. 

Two articles which we published re- 
cently, entitled "A Hint to Philanthrop- 
ists" nnd "Wanted, A Hospital of Af- 
fairs," created an Interest that litis 
gone round the world. Onlv a fow 
days ago wo received a letter from 
Canada, asking that both articles 
should he sent to a correspondent who, 
not btdiiR ti regular reader, had missed' 
them. Tho feeling is widespread in 
business circles that exlKthitf methods 
of assisting men who tire in temporary 
financial difficulties— temporary diffi- 
culties that may easily become perma- 
nent — are antiquated, If not actually 
barbarous. Save where relief Is given 
In a friendly way, accommodation Is 



nnd in any case much less dreaded. 
Nor is friendly accommodation always 
desirable: It creates an atmosphere be- 
tween Individuals which Is not good 
for the self-respect of one at least. Dr. 
Johnson said that "the way to make 
sure of power and Influence is by lend- 
ing motley confidentially to your neigh- j 
bors at a small Interest, or perhaps at 
no Interest at all, and having; their j 
bonds In your possession." Thnt may 
be all very well for- the bondholder i 
who seeks "power and influence," but 
what of the borrower whose nights are 
disturbed by the consciousness of in- | 
debtedness and dependence on the con- 
tinued goodwill of a neighbor? if he 
goes to a professional money-lender 
his case becomes hopeless forthwith. 
The profesional money-lender Is a 
worse scout-age often than the original 
disease. 

The suggestion we three out was that 
millionaires should start a fund to 
which properly accredited men, not, of 
course, adventurers, could turn for re- 
lief without feeling that they were 
placing themselves at any one's mercy, 
social or professional. That idea not 
only commended itself to a vast num- 
ber of renders who realized its signifi- 
cance, but brought us a communica- 
tion , setting forth a project which 
promises, if properly carried out. to 
attain the end we had In view. This 
project Is nothing less than a moment- 
ous departure In hanking. We have 
co-operutlve societies run for the ben- 
efit of members in the purchase and 
distribution of the necessities of life. 
Why not a Co-operative Hank run hi 
the Interests 'not of a few shareholders, 
but of the people who place their 
money in the bank's custody'.' A bald 
statement of the central idea of the 
National Co-Partnership Bank, Ltd., 
makes one wonder that such a scheme 
has never been tried before.

ENLARGING THE ASLYUM. 

Important Improvements Completed at 
New Westminster Institution. 

Some important Improvements are just 
'being completed nt the Provincial Hos- 
pital for the Insane. An entire new ward 
has been added, and in order to do this 
the heavy roof and tower on the top o£ 
1 lie two-storey brick building over A 
ward was raised and another storey add- 
ed. It required forty-eight builders' 
jacks to raise the roof and it was a 
rather remarkable builder's feat. 

The new word will be used as n hos- 
pital ward, and a. most improved lire- 
escape hits been built in connection with 
the ward, so that nl! patients can he 
carried out without trouble. The ward 
is all complete except for the interior 
furnishing, and will be ready for occu- 
pation within n few weeks. It will pro- 
vide accommodation for forty more pati- 
ents, 

A most modern and complete system 
of fire alarms has just been installed 
throughout the asylum buildings, and 
will be connected with the city system 
just as soon as the necessary permis- 
sion is secured. It is known as the 
Qamewell system, and is the only one 
of the kind in Western Canada. 

The system is most complete in every 
way. and it will be possible to ring an 
alarm from any ward. AVben an alarm 
is rung it is also sounded in every ward 
and in the nightwatchtnan'ts quarters. 
Thus immediately warning all pans of 
the institution. At the same time an 
alarm is rung in to the fire department. 

In addition to this a new six-inch 
water main has been laid into the 
grounds, Pilot lights hove also been 
placed in all the hallways, and dark 
passages of the building.

Agreed 
to. 

A report on the consolidation of the 
Municipal Clauses act was received 
from the city solicitor and adopted. 

Alderman Goodacre moved and Alder- 
man Stewart seconded the passing of the 
annual loan resolution. Agreed to. 

Alderman Stewart wished to rai'Je the 
question of the consideration of the 
streets committee ami urged the ap- 
pointment of the mayor and the whole 
council instead of the small committee. 

II is Worship said the resolution was 
out of order as hi' had the undoubted 
right to appoint nil committees and he 
wished to give the new committee us 
proposed by him a trial. He thought it 
would relieve the council of a lot of do- 
tail. 

Aldermen Fullerton and Douglas sup- 
ported the Mayor's view. 

Alderman Yates said he favored large 
committees because they were less liable 
to wire pulling, and thought the council 
as a whole should share the responsi- 
bility. Referring to the health and mor- 
als commimttee, lie said the law practi- 
cally placed all laws affecting morality 
in the hands of the police. As to health, 
by statutory enactment the whole coun- 
cil Mas the only possible committee and 
probably the Mayor was not aware of 
that when he formed a health and mor- 
als committee, he said the law practi- 
dissolve ir. 

The Mayor said he intended to give 
the committees a trial and he believed 
they were necessary. All these commit- | 
tees were committees of oversight not 
legislative. 

The council then adjourned.

THE WEEKLY WEATHER. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 

,1a unary 17 to 2:1, l!)0(i. 
The inula feature of the past week's 
weather has been the succession of storm 
areas and gales on the British Columbian 
and Washington coasts. On the I7tb a 
storm of great energy and magnitude was 
central off Cape Flattery, the nitrometer 
mi the day previous having reached the 
unusually low reading of 20.08 at Tntoosh 
island; this depression moved rapidly to 
the eastward, causing in Its progress snow 
in British Columbia, .Montana and eastern 
Oregon, and rain in the Western Pacltlc 
stales, accompanied at the •same time with 
strong winds on the Vancouver Island and 
Washington coasts. On the ISth the pres- 
sure continued low over the province and I 
North Pacific slates, and rainfall was 
general from British Columbia southward 
to Los Angeles, and It became much warm- | 
er In California. On the 10th the storm 
had moved Inland to Cariboo, and an ex- 
tensive .system of low pressure covered the 
luit ire western half of the North Pacific 
slope, its influence causing snowfall in the 
northern part of the province and the 
mountain and plateau regions in the 
States, and rain In the Western coast re- 
gion from the Straits of Fuctl to lower 
California, where an excessive fall of u.H2 
Inches In 21 hours was reported from St. 
Louis. At the same time a secondary 
depression appeared over British Colum- 
bia, and centred on the northern coast nt 
Port Simpson, the pressure Increasing In

the Pacific states and the Northwest prov- 
inces. These conditions without any very 
material change continued to the close or 
the week on the 23rd. resulting in a suc- 
cession of strong winds and gules and 
stormy weather from" Queen Charlotte isl- 
ands to the Columbia river, with wind vel- 
ocities of 00 miles an hour. 

The first part of the week was cold, sev- 
eral Inches of snow fell Oil Vancouver Isl- 
and OU the 18th and lOtUl the lowest tem- 
perature being on the 20th, but a change 
took place then, anil the weather became 
and continued unusually mild on the coast. 
The rainfall has been heavy in thin prov- 
ince and Hi" Puciflc Coast states.
